1HE LOSS Of THE WAKAYAMA. 
. | MARO." ea 
"EXPERIENCES OF SURVIVORS, 


‘Twelve survivors of the crew of the O.S.K, 
Wakayamu-maru, which was lost at Susaml ‘io 
the recent lyphoon, arrived at Osaka on the 
13th-instant by the O.S.K, steamer Afisemaru 
which had boon’ specially dispatched to. their. 
assistance, The survivors include Mr. Eguchi, 
the Chief Engineer, who: givas the following 
account of bis experiences — ee: 
"The Wakayama-maru dreived at Susami at. 
9 am on tha Joth instaot, aod was lying at 
anchor in the harbour bebiad Taazumi Island. 
About noon a strong southeasterly wind sprang’ 
up and rapidly developed in'force, so that two 
dachors had to be put out in’ order to keep the 
steamer in position, ~ At qbout 2 o'clock 
the following moroiog, ‘the wiad shified 
tothe east and ‘developed. into a violent 
gale, Tho cables threaieoed to part, and 
eventually, the port cable parted. [a a few 
minutes the wiad agaia shifted to the south 
and tremendous seas swept over the vessel, 
which dragged her anchor. and gradaally drift-. 
ed in the direction of Nisblyama, All bands 
were turned to at emer bupthe vessel was | 
carried out of the sholter of laazoml Islacd, and 
exposed to the full force of the typhooo, She 
appeared to be about to ground on the rack. at 
the foot df Nishiyama, wheo the Captalo secing 
the davger, cast off the starboard anchor, and 
(ried to beach tbe steamer, The high soas 
prevented him from carrying out bis plao and 
soon alterwards the steamer sttuck a rock aod 
began to sink, rc Ione toa floating piece of
